There have been many churches or- 
ganized since Jesus wrganized His, 
and they all belong to their founders; 
but no man has ever organized one 
that could take the room and place 
of “His Church.” None ever was ac- 
companied with the power or mani- 
festation as His. His Church is not 
Zion. Zion was an institution long be- 
fore Jesus came to earth. His Church 
is separate, distinct and apart from 
Zion altogether. 

The Church of God is a new and dif- 
ferent organization. ‘I will build my 
church.” This is a new building, noth- 
ing in the world like it. Jesus did not 
take some of the old material to be- 
gin His Church with. It has new peo- 
ple, new doctrine and a new founder. 

He Is The Head 

Jesus is the head of His Church and 
no other, just one—the Church of 
God. Jesus’ Church is “IT.” The 
Church that Jesus organized is one in 
the singular number. It is “IT.” 

Jesus gave Himself to sanctify His 
Church. No one else ever loved theirs 
as well as that. 

Some preachers say “all the church- 
es are the Church of God.” Jesus does 
not say so. He says, “IT” is my 
Church. 





The Head 

The Word says, He, Jesus is the 
head of the body, the Church. 

Jesus Christ is not the head of the 
so-called Ecclesia’s called church- 
es, but He is the head of the body, 
ealled The Church of God. 

The Church a House 

The Church of God is the house of 
God and Jesus is the head of the 
house. God dwells in “IT.” We may 
dwell in it, or we may not, only as 
occasion serves. You might be in it 
and you might be an excluded mem- 
ber. In the Church of God, members 
who walk disorderly, must be separat- 
ed from the body.

The Scripture says, “To obey is 
better than sacrifice.” It also says 
that the Lord gives the Holy Ghcst 
to them that obey him. 

Thousands have promised the Lord 
that they would go all the way with 
Him if He would only sanctify them 
and give to them the* Holy Ghost. 
Thousands have received the Holy 
Ghost on such promises. They meant 
to do as they had said. Of course they 
did or they would never have received 
the Holy Ghost. God who knows the 
hearts of men knew that they were 
sincere, therefore He sent His Spirit 
to take up His abode with them. Oth- 
ers have said, “I will go all the way 
with the Lord” then seem to censure 
Him because He would not con- 
descend to come into their lives. What 
is the reason He doesn’t come? these 
have promised the same as did the 
others. This is all true, they make a 
verbal promise, but after all, there 
is a difference in the two promises 
made. One is from the lips out, but 
the other is from the heart, and God 
who knows the hearts of men gives 
the Holy Ghost to them that obey. He 
says in His Word that the day we seek 
Him with our whole heart He will be 
found of us. This shows that God re- 
quires whole-hearted service and 
whole-hearteg consecration. 


Some have said, “I have sacrificed 
a great deal to get into holiness, I 
gave up many worldly pleasures, such 
as shows, ball games, dancing, drink- 
ing, dopes, card tables, worldly asso- 
ciates, lodges and hundreds of other 
things too numerous to mention. They 
seem to take a pride in telling what 
it cost them to get the experience of 
holiness and the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. 

Dear Brother we think it is wonder- 
ful that you could sacrifice so much 
to come the way of holiness, you could 
have been well thought of by the 
world. Perhaps you coulq have made 
plenty of money, held a good office 
and been a leader in your country. 
But Brother let us remember that, to 
obey is better than. sacrifice. Obey 
what? Obey the Spirit and the Word 
of God. The Spirit has been trying to 
lead some to go out and preach His 
Word, but they persistently disobey 
Him until many have grieved Him 
and He has left them to their stub- 
born way until they are almost in a 
backslidden condition. 

Thousands Resist the Spirit 

The Spirit has also tried to lead 
men and women to obey the Word of 
God, and while many are willing and 
obedient and today are eating the 
good of the land, thousands resist 
the Spirit and the Word, and by such 
resistence have also grieved the Spirit 
until He does not have free course in 
their lives, therefore they drag along 
in their Christian experience and are 
often asking themselves the question 
why do I not have the victory as in 
former days? Why do I not feel the 
joy, peace and great spiritual ecstacy 
as in former days? They say, I have 
committed no known sin, and [I have 
sacrificed considerably to get into 
this way it appears to me that I 
should have great joy and victory. 
Brother, perhaps you have not done 
that better thing mentioned in the 
text, “Obey.” I am persuaded that ev- 
ery man, woman and child who from 
the heart obeys God’s Word to the 





letter to the best of their knowledge 
shall possess that sweet peace and 
sweeping victory as none but the Lord 
can give. 

The word says that we should not 
forsake the assembling of ourselves 
together. Have you let up in this? if 
so you are losing ground. 

The Word says, “That men ought al- 
ways to pray.” Are you keeping up 
your daily devotion with the earnest- 
ness and sincerity that characterized 
your Christian experience for many 
weeks after you received the Holy 
Ghost? If not you are falling short 
every day and hour that you neglect it. 


The Word says that we should not 
bring all the tithes into the store 
house. This is one commandment that 
thousands are disobeying. You_say, “O 
I just can’t sacrifice so much money.” 
Brother you are not sacrificing a 
penny when you bring the tithes in- 
to the store house. Notice I did not 
say bring your tithes. 


Are You a True Christ-one 


Malachi did not say your tithes, 
but the tithes. The reason you do not 
sacrifice anything when you pay 
tithes, is that you are only paying God 
that you owe Him. You are just obey- 
ing God. If you should give your en- 
tire week’s wages to the Lord after 
nfring paid your tithes you would 
ten be making a sacrifice. But lis- 
ten, To obey is better than sacrifice. 
God would be much more pleased to 
have you pay your tithes as He has 
ordered than to have you give your 
entire wages. He intends that you 
should support your family with the 
nine tenths left. If you should bring 
the nine tenths to the store house you 
would be disobedient. He just wants 
you to do as He has ordered, and 
when you fail, what need you expect 
but a dwarfed experience? There is no 
doubt that thousands are lean in their 
Christian experience for no other rea- 
son than that they are disobeying 
God in this very important matter, 
paying God that which they owe Him. 
I think that it would be much better 
for such people to quit talking of how 
much they have sacrificed and go to 
obeying God. 

“Are you a Christian?” asked one 
traveler of another. The answer was: 
“A sort of one.” “What do you mean 
by that?” said the first speaker, “one 
must be a Christian or not one.” 
“Well,” said the second speaker, “I 
trust I am a Christian, but I am not 
a very faithful one; indeed, I fear I 
am a very unfaithful one, that is what 
I mean by a sort of a Christian—a 
bad sort.” 

The word Christian is taken from 
the compound word Christ-One. The 
people were called Christ-ones  be- 
cause they were like Christ and were 
close followers of Him. They obeyed 
God’s laws to the letter, then if we 
are true followers of Him to the ex- 
tent that we are called Christ-ones it 
is because we are obeying the Word. 
“To obey is better than sacrifice.”

TEXT.—“For the love of money is 
the root of all evil.” (The Revised 
Version makes it plainer than King 
James Version) for it says, “The love 
of money is the root of all kinds of 
evil.” 1 Tim. 6:10. 


We find this some of the admonish- 





ing of the Apostle Paul to young 
Timothy; concerning the evil of 
money. 


There were many things He told 
Timothy to teach and exhort, but one 
special thought was, He spoke of the 
love of money, which would cause 
maz, to err from the faith, and did, 
in that aa; by coveting after such. 

Notice, while . me coveted after it 
they were seduced frum the faith. Not 
the faith which we have in being 
justified, but the faith which the 
Apostle Paul said they would depart 
from in the last days. Also Jude said) 
“Earnestly contend for the faith which 
was once delivered to the saints.” 
Jude 3:3 (Having reference to the 
day of Pentecost). 

It seems as though many were de- 
parting from the faith in those days, 
because the love for money had en- 
tered into their hearts and a number 
of other things as well, which caused 
them to commit spiritual fornication, 
and pierced themselves with many 
sorrows. But in the next verse I hear 
the Apostle Paul say “But thou, O 
man of God, flee these things; and 
follow after righteousness, godliness, 
faith, love, patience, meekness.” 
“Fight the good fight of faith, lay hold 
on eternal life, whereunto thou art 
also called and hast professed a good 
profession before many witnesses.” 

We, as children of God need to do 
as the Psalmist David—commune with 
our own hearts and be still and see 
if our hearts have yielded to the sug- 
gestions of the enemy, especially for 
the love of money, which is the root 
of all kinds of evil, and brings damna- 
tion to the soul of man, if we do. 

What Will Men do for Money? 

The first question we might ask is, 
what will men do for money? What 
do you know of men doing for money? 
Men have become traitors to friends 
for money; many have betrayed a 
secret for money. Those in peaceful 
pursuits have met an untimely death 
for money, and many times for only 
a little at that. Citizens violate the 
law for money; bootleggers—little 
does it matter to him if the purchaser 
does drink the poisonous stuff and 
finds his way to the cemetery, he 
must have his money. Women have 
sold their bodies, their character, 
their virtue, yea their very soul for 
money. 

It is no wonder that the love of 
money is the root of all kinds of evil! 
Human nature has not changed. Fash- 
ions may change with the winds, 
stone age may advance to the age 
of electricity, educational advantages 
may change, but human nature re-. 
mains the same ever. 

Some Examples of Those Who 
Love Money 


Old Jezebel had Naboth killed, be. 
cause her husband “wanted Naboth’s 
vineyard;” the Smith in Ephesus 
brought the serious charge against 
Paul and his companion that “they 
are putting us out of business.” 

These makers of images to Dina 
cared not for the morals of Ephesus.

Peloved, think it not strange concern- 
ing the fiery trials which are to try 
you, as though some strange thing had 
happened unto you: But rejoice inas- 
much as ye are partakers of Christ’s 
sufferings; that when his glory shall 
be revealed, ye may be glad also with 
exceeding joy. 1 Peter 4:12, 13. 

Peter knew the trial was coming, 
he knew it would be fiery and he knew 
it would be a testing time, so he said 
“think it not strange.” Many times 
we have trials and wonder why we are 
tried thus and why it should be so 
hard. We wonder what we have done 
to cause us to be tried like we are, and 
ask God to deliver us from the trial, 
when God is only answering your 
prayers. Perhaps you have been pray- 
ing “O Lord, make me more humble, 
help me get nearer Thee, help me to 
rely upon thee; give me more faith 
to trust You and make me what You 
would have me be.”

Job went through the trial and came 
out victorious. There is no way to 
get the wheat out of the straw, but to 
thrash it out. There is no way to 
purify gold but to burn the dross out. 
But Peter said, “Think it not 
strange concerning the fiery trials.” 
There may be something in your life 
that is impure and the only way to 
get it out is the fiery trial. But O as 
the trial begins to come and we are 
made to groan within ourselves, let 
us remember it is only the fiery trial 
and that it is only for a moment, and 
as Paul said, “worketh for us a far 
more exceeding and eternal weight of 
glory.”

Furthermore 
we have had fathers of our flesh which 
corrected us, and we gave them rever- 
ence; shall we not much rather be in 
subjection unto the Father of Spirits, 
and live? For they verily for a few 
days chasteneth us after their own 
pleasure; but he for our profit, that 
we might be partakers of his holiness.

Let 
us not sit down and sympathize with 
self and fail to overcome, but keep 
our eyes on Jesus for He will not al- 
low us to be tempted above that we 
are able to bear, but with every temp- 
tation he will make a way of escape. 
The devil may fence us in on all four 
sides, but He will not permit him to 
cover us over. There is always a way 
out, so the thing for us to do is to 
look for the way out and get out. So 
many people find themselves all fenced 
in by some trial and see the way out, 
but decide—O I am in here now and 
there is no use trying to get out. I am 
just about as guilty as if I had com- 
mitted the sin and they just go on 
this way and fail to stand the test. 
Beloved, do not argue with the devil 
j one minute. If he can just stop you 
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think when they are tried that “it just’ 





and get you to argue with him he will 
soon hang you in his claws. But as 
Jesus said, Let your yea be yea and 
your nay be nay. 

You perhaps wonder why the trial 
has been so hard. Paul says in, one 
place “All things work together for 
good to them that love the Lord, to 
those who are called according to his 
promise.” So these trials are for our 
good and however hard it may be, 
God will be near to help us for the 
Lord will not cast off forever, and 
though He causes grief; yet will He 
have compassion according to the 
multitude of His tender mercies, for 
He does not afflict willingly, nor 
grieve the children of men. Lam. 3:31- 
33. “For they verily for a few days 
chastened us after their own pleas- 
ure, but he for our profit, that we 
might be partakers of His holiness.” 
Our sorrows do not spring out of the 
ground, God doth not afflict the chil- 
dren of men. When He permits trials 
and afflictions, it is for our profit, 
that we might be partakers of His 
holiness. If received in faith, the trial 
that seems so bitter and hard to bear 
will prove a blessing. The cruel blow 
that blights the joys of earth will be 
the means of turning our eyes toward 
Heaven. How many are there who 
would never have known Jesus had not 
sorrow led them to seek comfort in 
Him. The trials of life are God’s 
workmen to remove the impurities and 
roughness from our character. Then 
squaring and chiseling and 
then burnishing and polishing is a 
painful process. It is to be pressed 
down to the grinding wheel, but the 
stone is brought forth, prepared to 
fill its place in the Heavenly temple. 
So be patient, stand the test and go 
through with Jesus and overcome as 
He did. Remember how He was led 
out in the wilderness and tempted 
forty days and nights, but He over- 
came. Jesus was tried like as we, so 
He knows how to sympathize with us. 
He is able to succor them that are 
tempted. 

The Church in general has been 
laboring under a great trial, and came 
out victorious and proved out to the 
good of the Church.

The thing they wanted 
was the money derived from the mak- 
ing of the images. When Paul preach- 
ed Christ, the Ephesians stopped wor- 
shipping Dina; when the Ephesians 
stopped worshipping Dina, the Smith’s 
lost their way wf making money. Be- 
cause of this, they raised quite a dem- 
onstration and tried to remove Paul 
from Ephesus. Had it not been for a 
Judge that feared God, no doubt our 
dear Apostle Paul would have been 
killed or banished. Paul and Silas 


were stripped, beaten and placed in 
prison and were given over into 
charge of the jailor at Phillipi be- 


cause he had caused to come out of 
a poor afflicted maiden a spirit of 
divination. When her masters saw 
that their hope was gone because of 
the damsel’s cure, she, being no longer 
able to be a soothsayer, they seized 
Paul and Silas and did, what has just 
been related. What cared these heart- 
less wretches whether the girl was 
well or not? They wanted the money 
that could be derived from her for- 
tune telling. 

Why did the citizens of Gadarea 
beg Christ to leave after He had 
healed the poor man in the tombs? 
They did not care for the man in the 
tombs, but those hogs which cost or 
represented money were too precious 
to lose. 

Today 

How true today, men cross each 
other, betray secrets, underbid, cheat, 
wrong, defraud, lie, steal, murder, 
commit adultery, dishonor parents. 
All for money. 

Surely a little child can see and un- 
derstang that has the poorest of edu- 
cation, just enough to read the daily 
newspaper, can very easily see that 
money is still the root of every bad 
deed that has been done in our great 
America in the year of 1927. 

The year of 1927 rolled out into 
eternity with the most cruel and brut- 
ish murder it seems that could have 
been committed—the kidnapping and 
slaying of the little 12 year old daugh- 
ter of Mr. Parker of Los Angeles, Cal., 
all for the little sum of $1500.00. To- 
night, behind the curtain in that lone- 
ly room stands a vacant chair, a va- 
cant bed (that no other human can 
fill.) At the table there is a face that 
is missing; the bright eyes and sweet 
smiles, that brought gladness to moth- 
er’s and dad’s heart, are all but mem- 
ories now. Mother and dad are lonely 
now and with tear-stained eyes they 
watch the school children come home, 
but there is no footsteps heard of lit- 
tle Miriam running on the steps to 
greet mother and dad, which was 
their hope. They fail to see the sweet 
face of little Miriam. What? Money 
caused it all. 

Our mind is brought to the Scrip- 
ture of 2 Tim. 3:5. Where Paul was 
telling Timothy some more of the 
things that were to take place in the 
last days, or just before our Christ 
shall come. I shall not try to explain 
all, for there is a sermon in all of it, 
but notice the third verse: “Without 
natural affections.” I’m made to won- 
der if the year of 1928 could possibly 
roll out with a crime worse than this! 

Ah! I say again, human nature has 
not changed, only for those who have 
really had the precious blood that 
was shed on dark calvary applied to 
their hearts. 

While lying awake a few nights ago, 
the subject “Money” came to my mind 
and I could allow my eyes to look in 
many places and see many of the 
saints of God with this spirit that Paul 
warned them against almost over- 
coming them. 

It seems we have such an humble, 
uncomfortable place to worship in, 
yet we are always thankful for just 
a shelter, for we find Jesus is always 
there. He walks with the humble and 
lowly. I wonder if God’s blood-wash- 
ed saints really have their pocket 
books sanctified. We should be more 
willing to sacrifice for the cause of 
Christ; do without a meal a day for 
a while until we have money to help 
carry the Gospel. We hear so many 
say “I feel like I am one of the least 
of God’s little ones, I cannot testify, 
sing, preach or pray in public.” Well 
that isn’t all of the ministry, the 
preacher needs shoes, clothes, food 
and money to go to carry God’s 
Word. Surely you would feel good if 
you knew your fifty cents made some 
man of God have enough money to 
buy his ticket to some part in God’s 
vineyard where it was ripe unto har- 
vest—just waiting for the message of 
warning. Then you'd be glad if you 
knew your fifteen cents that you gave 
(to help the cause of Christ) to some 
poor girl, helped her to keep from 
starving when she went into a strange 
town among strange people and hav- 
ing to walk some two or three miles 
after an all day journey with nothing 
to eat and the aid of the fifteen cents 
bought her a dime’s worth of cheese 
and a nickle’s worth of crackers, 
which gave her strength to walk on 
her journey. The writer having had 
the experience knows the value of it. 
There are Many ways we may be 
able to help the cause of Christ with 
our money if we’ll only sacrifice a 
little. 

The Bible School 

There is some poor girl or boy who 
wishes to attend the Bible School, and 
who perhaps feels the burden of lost 
souls on their hearts and are em- 
barrassed because they are not quali- 
fied. Then, there are those who go 





trusting the Lord, and there is no 
doubt in my mind that God put it on 
many to help the Bible students, for 
surely that is a place where six times 
each day many precious tear-stained 
faces look to God to supply their 
needs. Surely God had spoke to some- 
one in the late hours of night; took 
sleep from their eyes, trying to get 
them to become alarmed about those 
who are thousands of miles from 
home, penniless, and with a board 
bill to meet each week. Someone had 
to pay it. Then, when school is out 
they have to leave with a heavy heart 
—all in debt. Their God has shown 
them “The Harvest is ripe and labor- 
ers are few.” Then, when it seems 
that they are so full of God’s love and 
power, after just leaving (as it were) 
God’s Filling Station, they are full 
and running over, then to think they 
have to go home, sit down, work their 
way through, and at the end of the 
week nothing to pay on the board bill, 
until the first thing you know they’ve 
spent weeks and months trying to 
find work to pay their school bill so 
they can go free again. While you 
are trying to find work—with your 
mind off the stucies of the Lord, many 
precious souls are passing out to a 
Christless grave, while if someone’s 
pocket book was sanctified, like we 
say our hearts are, that boy or gfrl 
would not be in debt to Brother 
Payne, would be able to leave the 
Bible School feeling fine and use their 
talents working for Jesus, which is 
the greatest desire of their hearts. So 
my prayer is that every child of God 
who has a desire to work for Him, 
who are in Bible school may not 
have to leave the school all burdened 
down with debts, for truly we need 
workers in God’s vineyard, and if we 
do. not have young preachers coming 
on, who may be able to take the place 
of our older brethren and sisters who 
have worked, toiled, labored, sacri- 
ficed, went cold and hungry and many 
times with ne place to lay their heads, 
only on a Bible (as Jacob of old.) 
Now the work they have dug out and 
have given their lives for, can we 
stand to see them step off the stage 
of action with no one to take their 
places and see the devil walk in on 
the scene and claim the victims as 
“his” because he made these breth- 
ren hold to the dollars for their own 
individual family in order to have all 
the comforts of life? Then, when it 
is mentioned in the church we hear 
them say “O, we are just financially 
embarrassed.” Does the Spirit that 
you possess not speak to you about 
the poor, hungry souls out in the cold 
bleak night, with no one to tell them 
how to obtain the robes of salvation, 
of a shelter, and of the soon ming 
of our Christ and of the terrible de- 
struction that is soon coming on this 
world (tribulation)? Mourning then 
will be the universal order of the day 
all over the world, and no ordinary 
mourning either, for the sad fact that 
not only have loved ones been caught 
away (according to the plain teaching 
of the Scriptures), but the sad reality 
of being left behind, to face the awful 
tribulation will make the situation 
doubly terrible.

Judgment 


OUT OF THE OLD WORLD INTO 
THE NEW 








, Gen. 6:11 

In this portion of God’s Word we 
find four kinds of types thru which 
the Holy Spirit has revealed to us 
much concerning the person and 
work of Christ. 


First:—Noah, personally as_ the 
hoped for remover of the curse, the 
bringer of rest, the Comforter (Gen. 
5:28, 29) is a type of the one who 
has removed the curse by being made 
a curse for us Gal. 3:14, and who has 
brought rest and comfort to those who 
have passed, “with aid in Him,” out of 
death unto life, John 5:24; Eph. 2:1- 
9; Col. 3:3; Heb. 4:3, 9-10. 

Noah as the head of a new race, rul- 
ing over the judged and renewed 
earth, is a type of Christ the head of 
the new race of resurrected ones, who 
will with Him rule over the earth af- 
ter it has been judged by the outpour- 
ing of God’s wrath in the great tribu- 
lation. Gen. 9:1-7; 2 Cor. 5:17; Eph. 
1:19-23; Matt. 24:15-44. 

Second:—The Ark, by means of 
which Noah and his family were 
brought safely thru the judgment of 
the flood, is a type of Christ in and 
thru whom believers have been saved 
from God’s judgment against them. 
Rom. 5:9; Col. 1:20. 

Third:—The flood, as an act of God 
in judging all flesh, fs typical of the 
act of judgment on the cross in which 
God judged all men. Rom. 5:6; 2 Cor. 

oD: 14615. 

“Fourth :—Noah’s worship, in which 
he took of every clean beast and bird 
and offered burnt offerings unto Je 
hovah, is a shadow of the one offering 
which is the antitype and fulfillment 
of all the old Testament offerings. 
Heb. 9:12; 10:1-12. 

Individual Application of Types 

Gen. 6:1-8, the wickedness of man 
in Jehovah’s sight “only evil contin- 
ually” is typically a picture of every 
unregenerated heart. Jer. 17:9; Eph. 
2:1-5. Gen. 6:9-12, Noah, by faith, a 
righteous man, walking with God, is 
a figure of those who by faith, are de- 
clared righteous and live in  fellow- 
ship with Him. Rom. 4:5; 5:7; Heb. 
aT, 

Gen. 6:13-22 The ark, God’s only 
way of escape from the judgment of 
the flood, foreshadows Christ as the 
only one thru whom believers are sav- 
ed from the wrath of God. 2 Cor. 
5:18, 19; Col. 1:20. 

Gen. 7:1-5 Noah and his family en- 
tering the ark at the Lord’s command 
suggests that our part in salvation is 
to accept God’s way of escape from 
wrath by believing His glorious Gos- 
pel. Heb. 2:3; 1 John 3:23. 

Gen. 7:6-24 The Lord shutting him 
in while He destroyed all flesh by the 
waters of judgment is typical of how 
God saved us “in Christ” when He 
caused “all the waves and billows” of 
His wrath to pass over His Son. Psa. 
42:7; Isa. 53:6-8. Not a drop of water 
could touch Noah in that ark “pitched 
within and without with pitch.” Gen. 
6:14, so not one of the waves of God’s 
wrath will ever reach the believer or 
His Church “hidden with Christ in 
God.” Rom. 8:1; Col. 3:3; 1 Cor. 1:30; 
Heb. 10:14. 

Gen. 8:1-5 God’s mercy toward Noah 
in drying up the waters is a blessed 
type of His mercy toward us in rais- 
ing Christ from the tomb; the death 
of Christ delivered us, who believe, 
from the penalty of our sins, which is 
death, but the resurrection of Christ 
has saved us from the guilt of our 
sins, for God’s proof of His acceptance 
of Christ as our Christ is His resur- 
rection, but in accepting our Christ, 
God has accepted every one who will 
believe His precious Word. This means 
our justification before God. Rom. 
4:25; 6:23; Eph. 2:46. 

Gen. 8:6-12 The raven found rest 
and food upon some dead carcass 
floating on the water and which 

” never returned to the ark, seems clear- 
ly a type of many professing Chris- 
tians who have never been born again, 
who soon turn away from Him whose 
name they profess, to find their life 
and satisfaction in the dead and un- 
clean things of a life of sin. 2 Peter 
2: 20-22. 

The dove could only find rest and 
food upon the new life and fruit of 
the new earth, so the regenerated 
heart can find life and _ satisfaction 
alone in the things of the new or 
resurrected life, in the risen and glori- 
fied Christ Himself, who is our life, 
our food, our rest, our all in all. Col. 
3:4-11; John 6:47-50; Matt. 11:28-30. 

Gen. 8:13-19 As Jehovah command- 
ed Noah to enter the ark with all his 
house, so He commanded him to go 
forth with all his house to the new 
earth for blessings and fruitfulness. 
This suggests to us that it is the 
privilege and responsibility of a Chris- 
ian father to lead his whole house- 
hold to Christ for salvation and in 
Christ to lead them into possession 
of the blessings and fruitfulness of 
the resurrected life’ Acts 10:33; 11:14- 
16; 31:24; Gen. 35:1-2. 

Gen. 8:20 to 9:17 The new cove 
nant Jehovah made with Noah and 


blessings which He bestowed upon 
them there, because of the accepted 
sacrifices, are typical of the new cove 
nant relationship to God that is ours 
in Christ and of the blessings which 
God has given us in Him in the heav- 
enlies, because of the finished work of 
Christ on the cross. John 19:28-29; 
Heb. 10:1-18; Eph. 1:3-14. 

Gen. 9:18-29 Noah’s failure on the 
new earth is an illustration of the sad 
failure of the Church to realize and 
enjoy now her.place and blessings in 
Christ. Rev. 2:4, 14, 20. 


Dispensational Application of Types 


Gen. 6:1-8 The corrupt condition of 
man before the flood is a dim shadow 
of a similar and worse moral state 
preceding the second coming of Christ 
when He shall come as the Son of 
man to established the Kingdom of 
Heaven on earth. Matt. 24:27-29; Luke 
17:26, 27. 

Gen. 6:9-12 Righteous Noah is a 
figure of the godly remnant of Israel, 
the 144,000 in the days of the great 
tribulation which will be ended by the 
coming of the Son of man. Matt. 24:21- 
22; Rev. 7:1-8; 14:1-5; Isa. 10:20-23; 
Zeph. 3:14. 

Gen. 6:13-22 The ark built for the 
saving of Noah and his house and the 
seed of all animal life is a type of the 
refuge which the Lord will be 
to the remnant of Israel in the time 
of the great tribulation. Psa. 46; Jer. 
30:7; Dan. 12. 

Gen. 7:15 Jehovah’s command to 
Noah to come into the ark foreshadows 
His gracious care for His people Is- 
rael before the fulness of wrath is 
poured out in the tribulation.. Rev. 
O74; 4:6; 36:36. 

Gen. 7:6-24 As the flood which de 
stroyed all flesh “bore up” the ark 
the more the waters increased, so the 
very judgment of the great tribulation, 
consummated by the coming of the 
Son of man, will be a means of bless- 


ing to His elect in that time. Mal. 
3:2; 3:4; 1:3: Zeph. 18:9. 
Gen. 8:1-19 As God remembered 


Noah and all that were with him in 
the ark, so “in wrath he will remem- 
ber mercy” toward His elect and will 
finish and cut short the tribulation, 
judgment, Hab. 3:1; Matt. 24:22; 
Rom. 9:28. 

Gen. 3:20 to 9:17 The new covenant 
with Noah and his sons and the bless- 
ings of God given them on the renew- 
ed earth, prefigures the new covenant 
relationship of Christ with redeemed 
Israel and the blessings which shall 
be theirs under such a covenant on 
the judged and renewed earth during 
the millennium. Isa. 27:6; 54:8-10; 
65:17-25. 

Gen. 9:18-29 Noah’s failure is also 
a type of man’s failure even in the 
millennium. Psa. 66:3; Rev. 20:7-10. 

Gen. 10 Through the three sons of 
Noah the earth was peopled after the 
flood, with seventy nations. From 
these three descended the Semitic, 
Turanian and Aryan races. 

There was a divine purpose in the 
location and distribution of the na- 
tions, for God set their bounds in har- 
mony with the number of the children 
of Israel. Deut. 32:8; Acts 17:26. 

Nimrod, a mighty hunter before or 
against the Lord, became the founder 
of the kingdom of Babylon, which has 
been antagonistic to God and His peo- 
ple from its beginning onward. When- 
ever and wherever God has a people 
on earth to witness for Him, Satan 
has his followers who try to hinder 
and oppose the people of God, just 
like Nimrod did. The pernicious in- 
fluence of Babylon has by no means 
ceased to exist, though the city of 
Babylon has long since been laid in 
ruin. Isa. 13 and 14. Now that God’s 
people on earth are a company of 
called out ones, Satan has his religi- 
ous system, Babylon the Great, the 
mother of harlots and of abomina- 
tions of the earth. Rev. 17 and 18. Not 
until this awful system of iniquity is 
judged at the end of the great tribula- 
tion, will the Marriage Supper be 
celebrated in Heaven. Rev. 19. 

Gen. 11:1-9 The Shinar Association, 
like every other association without 
God, attempted to get into Heaven in 
man’s way and man’s glory. Such a 
bold, defiant and idolatrous scheme 
ended in confusion, a righteous judg- 
ment from God, such will be the end 
of every idolatrous scheme of man, 
every attempt of man to exalt himself 
and not God. Rev. 21:8; 1 John 5:21; 
Gen. 11:10-32. But God, rich in mercy, 
tells us in the last part of this chapter 
how He was planning to save and ex- 
alt man far above anything man could 
think of. Oh how much higher are 
God’s ways than man’s ways. Isa. 55:9. 

How bright the vision of God’s 
grace shines out against the dark 
cloud of man’s sin as the Holy Spirit 
sweetly traces the genealogy of Abra- 
ham “the friend of God” through 
whom “the friend who sticketh closer 
than a brother” was to be brought in- 
to the world. Isa. 41:8; Prov. 18:24; 
Heb. 2:16. What a blessed revelation 
of love which passeth knowledge is 
written in between the lines of His 
Word! Have the eyes of your heart 
been opened to see these things dear 
reader, if not ask our Father, in Je- 
sus’ name, to anoint your eyes with 
eyesalve that you may see. Rev. 3:18; 
1 John 2:27. 

I once read a piece where a man 
said you could see Christ in very 





his sons on the new earth and the 


verse of Genesis. I partly believe it.
